PUots sign nine high school 
seniors to letters of intent

The LSUS basketball program look a 
step towards becoming a competitive par¬ 
ticipant in college basketball with the sign¬ 
ing of nine high school seniors to letters of 
intent at a news conference Wednesday, 
April 12, 

Technically, the letters the players 
signed don't mean much since LSUS does¬ 
n't offer athletic scholarships of any kind. 

Psychologically, however, the letters 
mean a lot to the playeis who sign and the 
coach who has spent the past year recruit¬ 
ing. 

According to BUI Wood, LSUS sports 
information director, the signing also 
gives the LSUS athletic program some 
attention - attention that doesn't come easy 
when your teams donT post winning sea¬ 
sons. 

For his efforts, Cook has a varying 
array of area high school talent. Cook has 
shifted LSUS' recruiting focus from strict¬ 
ly local to regional. Of'the nine seniors 
that signed, two are from South Louisiana, 
one is from Arkansas and ar other from 
Texas. 

All of the nine players come from suc¬ 
cessful programs, so they know how to 


win, and that's something the Pilots defi¬ 
nitely need. 

To say that Coach Cook is optimistic 
about the Pilots' prospects is an under¬ 
statement. At the news conference. Cook 
announced a new beginning in Pilots bas¬ 
ketball and blasted the perception held by 
many that the Pilots program isn't for real, 

“This is not a recreational league,” said 
Cook, “I am here to win. We have 27 
games scheduled and we can win all 27.” 

Every school LSUS plays offers schol¬ 
arships. “That's a tremendous obstacle to 
overcome when you're recruiting,” said 
Cook, According to Cook, even the 
schools that claim they don't offer athletic 
scholarships manage to offer leadership 
grants or other perks to prospective play¬ 
ers. 

In contrast, LSUS can't offer an athlete 
any compensation in the way of athletic 
grants or scholarships, but they can offer a 
decern education, even if you do have to 
pay for it yourself. 

What Cook would like to see is the 
eventual addition of some type of athletic 
scholarship program so he can compete 
with other schools in his league. Until then 
he'll have to get by on the type of deter¬ 
mination that pul together ^e type of 
recruiting class we Imve this year. 


Chancellor responds to 
restructuring proposal

Chancellor John Darling responded 
Wednesday to the recommendation made 
by the Council of Chairs, Deans, Faculty 
Senate, and the Strate^ 2000 Task Force to 
streamUne the currmt administrative stiuc- 
cure of the Executive Council. 

Presently, some fknilty and administra- 
tors feel that academic needs at LSUS arc 
not being addr^sed in a timely iashim by 
the Executive Council. 

“If the Executive Council worked effi¬ 
ciently and timely on issues ocnicemir^ aca¬ 
demics there wcxiitin*t be 
for adminktrative reorganization called for 
by Deans, Chairs, the Faulty Senate and the 
Staff Senate . ” said loe I^irick, actant pro¬ 
fessor of foreign language. 

Dr. Gloria Raines, vice chancellor of 
academic affairs, said, “The assumption and 
misconception out there k that each of us has 
to take eve^lhing we do to that executive 
Council and get it voted on before we can 
make a decision. That's not true, you cai't 
run a univeisi^ by committee. ” 


The deckion making process of the uni¬ 
versity k currmly siiuaured so that the 
Executive Council advises Chancellor 
Darling about deckions involvii^ university 
affairs. The Council includes: The vice 
chancellors of student affairs, academic 
affairs, business affairs and universiiy rela¬ 
tions. 

Another point of contention outlined in 
the proposed restructuring recommendation 
k a perceived lack of academic interest rep¬ 
resented in the Executive Council. 

“If academic Deans were members of the 
Executive Council they would be directly 
involved with academic policies and privy to 
an qtiesu^is^ 

assignmems, etc. that ocair in the Executive 
Council meetings,” Patrick said. 

Raines said, “I don't buy thk bit that aca- 
deiTuc affeir’s issues are not getting attention. 
It's the dominani pan of the femily. We're 
here to teach and our main piupose k acad¬ 
emics,” 

Chancellor Darling addressed the per¬ 
ceived problems with*ihe Executive Council 
in a meeting mih Dr, Milton Finley,

Program prepares students 
for leadership positions

A new program will be making an 
appearance on campus this fall. The 
LSUS American Humanics Program is a 
program designed to prqiare students for 
leadership positions in voluntary youth 
and human service organizations. 

It is a cooperative effort between 
American Humanics, Inc. and LSUS, 
and is open to any undergraduate major 
or baccalaureate degree holder. 

The program will receive no school 
money. Instead, it will be funded solely 
through money donated by not-for-profit 
organizations such as Volunteers of 
America and C-BARC. 

All students arc eligible for loans, as 
well as limited scholarship funds, 
through the American Humanics Student 
Loan Fund following their freshman 
year. 

Dr. Norman Dolch, professor of his¬ 
tory and social sciences, said the pro¬ 
gram is not a degree program, but a cer¬ 
tificate program. 

‘'Students should be able to fit this 
program into their existing major with 
either no additional course work or min¬ 
imal extra coursework beyond their nor¬ 


mal requirements,** Dolch said. 

Dolch said obtaining a certificate in 
the program will give students great 
opportunities. '‘There are about 3,500 
entry-level positions available with these 
(not-for-profit) agencies each year. The 
job prospects are quite good,** Dolch 
said. 

In addition to the program, Dolch 
said, we should expect to see a new orga¬ 
nization this fall Dolch and students 
who are already interested in the pro¬ 
gram are hoping to start their own stu¬ 
dent organization. 

“This organization will be open to 
students whether or not they axe in the 
program. If a student wants to get 
involved, do something with the commu¬ 
nity, and leam some great skills, this 
(organizatioa) is a good way,** Dolch 
said. 

John Thomas, director of the 
American Red Cross in Washington, 
D.C., has already said he will come to 
the school to speak to the organization 
about sexual harassment and equal 
opportunity employment.
